AUTHOR' LIFE. 


Px TER WAE was born December 24th, 1637. 
His father, Daniel Jurieu, was Miniſter of the 
Reformed Religion at Mer, a ſmall village in the dio- 
ceſe of Blois, in France, a paſtor of conſiderable merit 
and diſtinguiſhed piety. His mother being the daugh. 
ter of the famous Peter du Moulin, Miniſter and Pro- 
fellor at Sedan, he was ſent, after the firſt rudiments 
of his education under M. Rivet, an eminently pious 
Divine in Holland, to his maternal uncle, Peter du 
Moulin, then in England, where having finiſhed his 
theological ſtudies, he took holy orders in that church. 
But, upon the death of his father, being called home 
to ſucceed him at Mer, finding what he had done in 
England to be difliked by the reformed church in his 
own country, he ſubmitted to a re-ordination b 

Preſbyters, in the for m of the foreign Proteſtants. 


After ſome time, he officiated in the French church 
of Vitri, where the people were ſo much pleaſed with 

his miniſtry, that they did all that lay in their power 
to obtain him for their proper miniſter, 


His ſtay at Vitri was ſhort. He 3 received an 
invitation to come to Sedan; whither he went, and

and not with men. Beſides the reaſons alledged, we 


have here a convincing one, that the inſtrument of 


fo many victories, and which muſt make ſuch a 
flaughter, is the ſharp ſword, that comes out of the mouth 
of him who ſitteth upon the white horſe. And the rem- 


nant was ſlain with the ſword of him that ſat upon the 


horſe; and all the fowls were filled with their fleſh.(e) 


No all muſt know that this ſharp ſword, that comes 
out of the mouth of Feſus Chriſt, is the word of God + 


a ſpiritual ſword, which muſt act only ſpiritual 
ſlaughter, and which does not deſtroy the lives of men, 
but their manners and 1dolatries. So that I fear, 


left thoſe are miſtaken, who hope to render to Babylon 
that which we have received from her; and in tte 
cup which ſhe hath filled, to fill to her double, i. e. to 
give her blood for blood, torment for torment. This 


is not the ſpirit of the true church.” 


From theſe and other reaſons he concludes, how 


true, time will diſcover, there will not be much blood- 


ſhed; and therefore he ſays, in page 234, © ”I'1$ a- 


great queſtion whether the anticltriſtian kingdom ſhall 
be deſtroyed by ſword, fare, and bloodſhed. I ſee 
nothing in the Revelation, which obliges us to be- 

heve ſo : for though in this and ſeveral other paſſages, 
the ruin of popery is pointed out, in expreſſions bor- 
rowed from war, ſlaughter, and bloodſhed ; yea, in 
the moſt terrible and high expreſſions, nevertheleſs, 
this may very well be-underftood figuratively ; for the 
deſtruction of Paganz/m is pointed out in almoſt the 
{ſame expreſhons by the prophets, though it was 


brought to paſs without bloodſhed As the. kingdom 
of the beaſt was formed without war, by the /otti}h 
complaifance of the K1NGs of the earth, who /ifered 


their power to be ſnatched from them, or rather vo-

tuntarily: 
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Juntarily furrendered it; fo this antichriſiian kingdom 


may periſh without weapon, by a word of two letters. 
The princes of the earth need only fay No, and the 
tyranny of anbichriſt will fall to the ground.“ And as 
for idolatry, which is the other part of antichriſtian:ſin, 
the word and grace of God muſt deſtroy it.” 
In page 243 he beg ins to ſhew by what means this 
will be brought about. We muſt allow,“ - ſays he, 
the ſpace of at leaſt 20 or 25 years in. e 
ſhall be perſecuted and attacked, and not be the agreſ- 
ſor and the perſecutor. And certainly a ſhorter time 
cannot ſerve, for the utter deſtruftion of this vaſt 
kingdom.

Again, in page 238, he informs us more fully; as. 
follows: —“ And the ſpirit of life from God entered into 
them; Theſe words teach us how the REFORMATION - 
{hall be re-eſtabliſhed in FRANCE: for in theſe pro- 
pheſies I find three ways, by. which truth is eſtabliſhed 
or re-eſtabliſhed ; the firſt is by 4g ktnzngs, voices, and

| &unders ; thus: aſter the ſeventh vial was poured on 


the air, the .reformation in the laſt age was made by 
N voices, and thunders, i. e. by the preaching 
of the divine oracles. And the ſeventh angel poured 
out fas vial into the air, and there were voices, liglitnings, 
and thunders.” In this prophecy, thunders always 
ſignify. the divine oracles. The /even thunders that
